The Pennsylvania governor said 
it was “very evident” that Ken­ 
nedy would seek a second term. 
He said the President’s current 
nationwide tour has two faces— 
supporting conservation and poli­ 
tical. 
Asked 
what 
Republicans 
would have a chance of defeating 
Kennedy, Scranton said: 


—He believed the President was 
somewhat weaker in the Rocky 
Mountain states and the midwest 
now than when he was elected. 


—He 
believed 
Kennedy 
was 


“much, much weaker” 
in the 
South. 


—He 
thought 
the 
President 
“somewhat 
stronger” 
in 
the 
northeast. But he qualified this 
by contending that his popularity 
has declined “somewhat consider­ 
ably” in this arca since last win­ 
ter. 


Scranton, mentioned as a pos­ 
sible “dark horse” for the COP 
nomination, said Kennedy had lost 
strength because of the contro­ 
versy over civil rights, because 
of his handling of the potential 
railroad strike, because of his 
farm program and because of the 
deterioration of the situation in 
southeast Asia.

WASHINGTON 'UPI) - Stool 
pigeon Joseph Valachi emerged 
from the security of his prison 
hideout today and was reported 
to be. “ singing” freely to Senate 
investigators about operations of 
the sinister “Cosa Nostra” gang­ 
land syndicate. 


The short, burly hoodlum, who 
has a $100,000 price on his head, 
arrived at the Senate caucus room 
at IO.01 a.m. EDT to give the 
Senate investigations subcommit­ 
tee a preview of the testimony 
he will give publicly Friday. 


Sen. 
Edmund S. 
Muskie, 
D- 
Maine, a subcommittee m em ber, 
emerged from the private hear­ 
ing later and told reporters that 
Valachi was “ perfectly coopera­ 
tive" in describing his form er 
underworld connections. Valachi 
had been with the senators for 
about 30 minutes at that time. 


Muskie said Valachi spoke in a 
kind of “code” which required 
frequent 
interruptions 
to m ake 
sure what he meant. He said, for 
example, that Valachi said “fam ­ 
ily” when he meant gang and 
used other gangland term s which 
were unfamiliar to the senators. 


In defense to the gangland of­ 
fer for his death, Valachi was 
flanked by U.S. m arshals when 
he arrived at the caucus room. 
He wore a dark gray suit, white 
shirt and maroon tie. 


His ruddy face was expression­ 
less until reporters and photog­ 
raphers began swarming around 
the convoy. He grimaced when 
the newsmen pressed in around 
him. 


After Valachi entered the cau­ 
cus room through a roped-off cor­ 
ridor, two Capitol policemen took 
stations at the doorway.
